"You know what thc jury trial is. We 


have to have and ought to have jury 
trials in the cnses fixed by the constitu- 
tion, but not in the enforcement of a 
court's order. This rule in the Democra- 
tic platform applies not only to prelimi- 
nary injunction,, but to all other judg- 
ments of thc court in which the defend- 
ant is required to do anything or not to 
do anything. Before that judgment of 
the court can be enforced, if the defend- 
ant chooses to hold himself aloof and 
ignore it, there must be a jury trial.

There 
is no doubt about that, and 1 have done 
it because the rights of the plaintiff en- 
titled him to an injunction, and when J 
nm on the bench and enforcing the law 1 
enforce it, and 1 don't make any apolo- 
gies for it. It has been my lot to sit in 
labor cases, to sit in anti-trust cases. 
When I am a judge of the bench, in so 
for as I can, I decide cases according to 
the law and the facts, no matter whom it 
hurts, because I believe that to be my 
sworn duty. 


"It hns been my lot to lay down the 


rules with respect to the rights of labor 
in two or three cases, and I refer to those 
cases as a full statement.of what 1 be- 
lieve the rights of labor to be with ref- 
erence, to its employment. Labor has the 
right to unite in organizations for the 
purpose of looking after the united inter- 
est of labor in its controversy with cap- 
ital, because if it did not unite and WHS 
not permitted to unite, then- it would lie 
helpless.

The order ends a strike which began 


July 0 nnd which has been marked by 
much violence. The official order after 
reviewing the history of the strike, says: 


"Tlie climax was reached when the gov- 


ernor of Alabama said that the miners 
shull not be permitted to live in tented 
camps and that public meetings shall 
not be held in the mining communities 
of the state during the strike. In other 
words, the strike must end, regardless of 
the cost to the miners or any rights they 
have in thc premises." 


The end of the strike means that prac- 


tically all of the mines operated in the 
Birmingham district will be on a. non- 
union basis. 


Finally Vote to Aid Bryan. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—After long de- 


hate, last night, the Central Kederated 
Union, which is the. central organirjition 
of the labor unions of this city affiliated 
with tlie American Federation of Labor, 
endorsed the resolution adopted by the 
Elevator Constructors' and Millwrights' 
union. This resolution reads as follows: 


"At a special meeting of the above or- 


ganization held on August 27, 1908, it 
wns resolved that we pledge our support 
to tbc president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the executive board of 
thc same by our votes to defeat' the Re 
publican party, which has been responsl 
ble for the drastic action taken against 
labor's just demands. 


"We pledge further, our support to 


William J. Bryan and the Democratic 
party in the coming election for protect- 
ing organized labor by inserting in their 
platform a labor recommendation and 
pledging its support to the same."

CHICAGO, Aug. 31—Mrs.'Emi'l And- 


erson and her two small children who 
lived at 823 .West .. 1st street plate were 
drowned in Delavan Lake,

night, according to information received 
here today. The woman and lier children 
were with three friends in a row boat 
which was struck amidships by a steam- 
er. All were hurled

Three were saved, but

Water Forty Feet Deep. 


The accident occurred in forty 'feet of 


water, and the body of Mrs. Anderson 
was not recovered, until 10 o'clock this 
morning. 
Men iii boats, equipped with 


grappling hooks, .searched for hours af- 
terwards before finding the bodies of the 
children. 


It was only yesterday that the yacht 


owners of Dclavan lake met and dis- 
cussed a plan to organize and adopt some 
rules to equip their boats with lights and 
signals. There are over sixty yachts on 
the lake and up to this time it has not 
been necessary for any of them to dis- 
play lights. The steamer Delavan, how- 
ever, had both lights showing, but it is 
claimed that it was running at a fast 
rale of speed and overtook the rowboat 
before the occupants had time to get out 
of the way.

intelligent selections. 
Wisconsin, Min- 


nesota,. .Illinois and Iowa, all states sur- 
rounding us; have secured' such 
laws 


within a'decade. A 'few-year's ago this 
reform was declared to be Socialistic 
and destructive ' to party organizations. 
Experience proves that the law has.rais- 
ed party issues and party endeavor to a 
nigher plane wherein'the candidate only 
becomes -urn instrument us,ed in securing 
and maintaining better government. The 
primary election machinery is yet im- 
perfect but -the law. .has come to stay." 


'•A man without .convictions on public 


men or public questions is rarely found 
in Wisconsin today. A fear to express 
one's self is almost as pitiful as a lack 
of convictions. 


No Place lor Malice and Hatred. 
This is no reason, however, why men 


of opposite political parties.or.opposite 
factions or no factions should be con- 
demned personally and politically be- 
cause they fail to measure up with in- 
dividual standards. Malice, suspicion and 
hatred are poor assets in politics .and 
yet they are. to be found as the principal 
stock in trade in all parties. There is 
no reason why a-self-respecting reputa- 
ble citizen should be maligned or mis- 
represented simply because he is "a can- 
didate for office and it is a poor com- 
mentary on present methods that we as- 
snil 
opposite candidates rather 
than 


boost our own preferences for some spec- 
ial merit which they are assumed to pos- 
sess. The American public is learning to 
discriminate in the character and source 
of news presented, but it is a safe course 
to not allow suppositions or personal de- 
tractions to influence poor support or op- 
position with any candidate. We can- 
not all think alike, but in politics as in 
business, men have the same rights to 
fair play. 


"'Recently a clerk at Madison demand- 


ed of the state lund commission the right 
to a leave of absence wherein he wrote 
the commission he was about to publicly 
tlo.y two candidates for 
congressional 


honors or else resign his job. It is need- 
less to say his resignation was accepted 
without delay. The doctrine of hate and 
abuse loses more votes -than it gains be- 
cause of this spirit of fair play which 
rises uppermost in the mind of every un- 
prejudiced citizen. 


Wrongs Will be Corrected. 


"Wrongs are known to exist; wrongs 


that must be corrected and all efforts to 
prevent progressive legislation will be 
as futile in national affairs as they have 
been in Wisconsin. When the fight is 
made in the open, as it must be sooner 
or later, the struggle will be short. This 
docs not predict any revolutionary legis- 
lation because the conservative spirit of 
the three branches of government will 
avoid anything that may be destructive 
or unwise in cnaraeler, but the progres- 
sive movement which has taken firm 
foothold 
cannot be stopped until 
the 


wrongs are corrected." 


Mr. Frear closed with .an' eloiluent. trib- 


ute to the wives of the pioneers which 
won him the hearts of the ladies and 
caused many of them, in remembrance of 
the early days, to thank him at the end 
of his speech, with tears in their eyes. 


A. J. Schmitz Also Speaks. 


Adolph J. Schmitz, candidate for the 


Demoerntic nomination for governor, was 
introduced and made a stirring speech in 
which he eulogized the early settlers who 
came here from the east to shape a new 
commonwealth. He told of the debt of 
Uioec of the present days to the pioneers 
;ind made a touching allusion to the 
mothers of that day who toiled and spun 
snd patclfed and mended, often by the 
light of a tallow dip, that their children 
might be clothed. 


"Talk about patriots," he exclaimed, 


"there were none liki* the pioneer set- 
'tiers, who left their distant homes to 
come here. And what shall we say of 
those who came from the old country, 
from 3,000 miles across the seas ,most 
of them strangers to the language spok- 
en here, who yet severed the ties which 
bound them to home and fatherland and 
resolutely turned their faces toward this 
land, where liberty ruled and where every 
man could work out his destiny. 


"A coward would never have done it— 


it took good stuff in a man to make such 
a venture. The newcomer of later days 
Imcls friends who can speak his language 
and often has -relatives to soften the 
strain of making a new home in a strange 
land, but those who came in the pioneer 
days had no friends hi>rc, even the lan- 
guage was strange to their ears." 


•Mr." Schniitz spoke of the home-com- 


ing in his native county, Manitowoc, and 
closed a tolling address with the declar- 
ation that home-comings and old settlers' 
days would be observed years after pres- 
ent generations had passed away and 
would always tend to renew old and dear 
home tie?.

sha county an idea of what a grown- up 
DaTil looked like and then told a numbc{ 
of stories which cauyht the crowd and 
cuused a hearty laugh. As Senator 
Stephenson had at this time to break 
away to catch a train, the Speech making 
program was declared ended, and throngs 
rushed forward to meet the senator and 
state officers.

Mr. Womeldorf is superintendent of

Secured Favorable Rooms. 


Upon arriving he and his wife secured 


rooms at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Dav-

location it was decided to do light house- 
keeping, for the reason that he could not 
;et meals at. a restaurant or boarding 
louse as desired. Mrs. Womeldorf was 
;reatly troubled with insomnia and slept 
ittle. This morning she walked to the 
railway bridge between 5 and 6 o'clock. 
Her husband 'Was surprised to see her 
and gently remonstrated with her for 
coming out so early and walking the long 
distance, 


Went Home Together. 


Together they walked back to the 


rooms and after taking lunch he lay 
down and slept. Upon awakening after 
noon he ate dinner. Hie wife said that 
she guessed that ehe would lay down 
and sleep. Mr. Womeldorf noticed that 
she looked and acted queer, that her 
eyes rolled up in her head and he asked 
of she had been taking anything and she 
replied that she had. He became alarm- 
ed and asked for God's sake that a phy- 
sician be sent for. ohe collapsed and 
was laid on the bed. Dr. Taylor was 
called as soon as possible, but the wo- 
man was dead before he reached her, 


She Took Chloral. 


There was found a bottle containing a 


quantity of chloral, and she had taken 
an overdose to produce sleep. When the 
husband saw that his wife was dead he 
was frantic with grief and sobbed and 
moaned, and his condition was such that 
he could tell little of his wife's history. 
Coroner Jonas Hoyle was notified, re- 
paired to the Davies residence, made an 
investigation and ascertained that the 
death was a pure accident; that Mrs.

Evening Wisconsin: Under the pres- 


ent primary election law in Wisconsin, 
any Democrat or Social • Democrat or 
Prohibitionist who is willing to forego 
the formality of voting for candidates 
of his own psity may indulge in the 
hilarious amusement of butting into the 
Republican camp for the 
purpose 
of 


making trouble. 
If he is interested in 


the success of any candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination because that can- 
didate has uttered unrepublican senti- 
ments which accord with his own be- 
liefs, or because he thinks that candi- 
date is weak and will be easy to beat, 
he may help put that candidate in nom- 
ination for the Republican party, though 
when the regular election comes in No- 
vember he will be free to cast his vote 
for the nominee of his own party, and 
will probably do(3O. 


If personal and party integrity are 


good things, this phase of the workings 
of the much vaunted -primary election 
law is a very bad thing. 
In the first 


place it tends to demoralize' such candi- 
dates as are more anxious to be nomi- 
nated than they are to advance the 
political principles which the party they 
profess to belong to represents. 
In the 


second place', it tends to lessen the re- 
sponsibility of parties. 


Under the system which prevailed in 


Wisconsin before the enactment of the 
primary election law every elector who 
desired to participate in the important 
function of naming the candidates of a 
party 'wW obliged "to "go into" a "caucus 
cond'uctcd by and for that party. If he 
was suspected of belonging to another 
party he could be challenged and exclud- 
ed from participation in the caucus un- 
less he subscribed to an affidavit that he 
had voted for the candidates of the par- 
ty 
at the preceding general election. 


This kept the management of party mat- 
ters in the hands of members of the par- 
ty. The present system is inimical to 
party integrity.

ATHENS, Ohio, Aug. 29.—William H. 


Taft broke away from his .party today 
and delivered an impromptu speech from 
the back of a car with Mrs. Taft by hii 
side, in which he pitched the campaign 
on the single issue: "Which party by its 
works and not by its promises has earn- 
ed the confidence only of the capitalists, 
but of the wage earners and farmers?" 


The speech was cheered by a 
large 


crowd at Gallipolis, Ohio, where the Taft 
train stopped for live minutes shortly 
after 'J o'clock this morning. 


Speaker Eschews Politics 


Athens gave Mr. Taft a rousing wel- 


come when he later reached that place 
and several hundreds of 
her 
citizens 


made themselves a part of the reunion 
of the vetornus of tho county now being 
held and listened with interest to u short 
speech by the candidate in which he es- 
chewed politics and devoted himself to 
the human interest of the life of the vet- 
eran. 


The exercises at Athens were embraced 


In a three hours' stay and included a 
luncheon party at the home of General 
L'harles H. Grosvenor, for many years a 
member of congress. 


Fifty Thousand Die a Year, 


Mr, Taft said: 
"The interval since the Civil war is 


rapidly approaching half a century. The 
report of the commissioner of pensions 
shows that of the pensioners of the Civil 
war, nearly ">,000 died in the month of 
July. 
If that rate is kept 
up 
every 


mouth, it moans that there are passing 
away from this world to another, fifty 
thousand a year who bared their bosoms 
in defense of their country. 
It would 


seem that with this constant diminution 
in ranks of those who in their memories 
still see the battles of the Civil war as 
participants therein, the survivors should 
cherish with all the eagerness and effort 
possible their associations 
with 
thoir 


fellows in that crisis in the country's life. 
Meetings of this kind evoke expressions 
of the deepest patriotism as the recol- 
lections of our country's perils and the 
sacrifices that were made to save her 
survived in memory," 


Involved Same Sacrifice. 


"What I am specially glad to note in 


this reunion is that the veterans of the 
Civil war welcome association with them 
of the veterans of the Spanish and Phil- 
ippine wars. It is true that the Spanish 
war'was a very short one, and that the 
dangers and los.-es of that v.'ar were 
fcmall in comparison with those of the 
Civil war. Yet it involved the same love 
of country and the same spirit of patrio- 
tism on the part of those who entered 
the army for the purpose of fighting in 
this war that led to drafting of volun- 
teer* in the I'ivil'war. Such is true of 
the Philippine war. 
The fact thnt there 


wen.' some of our countrymen who were 
opposed to the Philippine war and who 
condemned the government for attempt- 
ing to suppress the rebellion and to pro- 
duce tranquility, is aomi-times .used to 
disparage the patriotic feeling and cour- 
age of those who went to' those far dis- 
tant islands to uphold tho authority and 
Hag of their country, under the direction 
of their constitutional 
commander in 


chief. 
\Vhat I wish to emphasize here 


is that a life lost, or health lost in that 
war entitled the loser to 
exactly 
the 


same gratitude that the country t'eols to 
those who1 lost .their live* or their health 
in the Civil war. They were sacrificing 
themselves, in the rnaintonnnco of a be- 
luga policy of this country toward the 
people'of the Philippine Islands in insur- 
ing for them a higher civilization and an 
opportunity to lit themselves for popu- 
lar self government. 


Discharging Sacred Duty. 


"Those who went, into the war had not 


thu immediate inspiration of an intense 
feeling upon a moral issue such as pre- 
ceded the Civil war: but when they were 
exposing themselves to the bullets of the 
enemy, or to the ravage.-, of tropical dis- 
ease 10,000 miles away from their homes, 
it necessitated a great and continuing 
effort constantly to till the duty of a sol- 
dier loyal to his colors. Many valuable 
lives wore lost ill those homes, but as 
they were lost in an effort by this coun- 
try to discharge its highest duty toward 
an unfortunate people that providence 
had thrust upon it, they were doing the 
country's work, they were discharging 
the duty owed by their fellow citizens to

not present at the death.

of paralysis. 


Seemed to Get Better. 


Col. William K. Vilas suffered ». cere- 


bral hemorrhage early on the morning of 
July -0 at his home in Madison. 
His 


condition wa.s so serious that K. P. Vilas 
his brother of Milwaukee, was summon' 
cd to the bedside and for two days the 
physicians were unable to offer any hope 
of "recovery. On the third day. Col. Vilus' 
condition was slightly 
improved 
uiid 


there were two hopeful signs, first, there 
hod been no spreading of the paralysis, 
and, second, he -manifested marked signs 
of intelligence. Although the periods of 
consciousness were (.light, they gave the 
family and friends of the distinguished 
patient much hope. Since then his condi- 
tion had remained practically unchanged 
although he had moments of seeming 
rallies and on occasions would answer 
questions by "yes" and no."

one."

While Van Loon watched Kthel Howe, 


Kramer watched Mrs. Howard, and at no 
time save once was the alleged riot lead- 
er out of the sight of the officer. That 
one exception was just before the party 
left the house. She reappeared in a few- 
minutes and accompanied the deputy to 
the county prison. 


On the journey, which was only a short 


distance, the woman acted naturally, but 


silent save when she said to the of- 


ficer: 
"1 hope my poor old mother does 


not hear that 1 have been charged with 
murder." 


Mrs. Howard was at Taylorville Mon- 


day of this week, nnd it is thought she 
purchased the. poison there.
